Cumberland's old war horae has added 
another, and if we mistake not the great- 
eat, victory, to the lonu toll which ha.s 
been the fruit of a lengthy iioliiicitl life 
in his native county and province. Mi. 
Pipes, who is really an able man, very 
sensil)ly declined to acce[jt the Liberal 
nomination; he would have been hoiiele.s.i- 
ly defeated. Mr. Buhner, who ran at the 
last general elections, a man of the hiL;h- 
eat respectability, entered the lireaeh .mil 
under the standard of I'rohilntinn and 
veiled Liberalism, hoped to compete .suc- 
cessfully tvitli the doughty knight of 
Cumberland, That he reckoned without 
hia host the iramenae majority rolled up 
against him will testify. It is a somewhat 
unusual tliinj.^ in Canadian politics to van- 
quish an opponent by some 1,500 or •_',000 
votes. .Sir Charles Ttipjier, in view of the 
responsibilities ihrnst njion him in connec- 
tion with the Fishery Conimi.s.sioiiership, 
ahuuld never have been o]ipo.-ied; hi' made 
a nnuily appeal t(j the Liberals not to bring 
on a contest and 80 throw away the valu- 
able time necessary to his getting up the 
Canadian case; they, unworthy suns of 
Canada as they are, did hani|)er Sir 
Charles in giving his attention to the 
most important matter that has occurred 
in Canadian history in recent years, ami 
they have their trouble for iluii- 
pains. In one sense, as in that of .Mr. 
McLolan's election, it was well the elec- 
torate were given an (ipportimit\- to 
record their desires and sympathies. In 
both ca.HCH the reault has shown thiit 
"secession" is dead in Nova .Scotia and 
that the machinations of the Fiekling- 
Longloy oiii-rlc have come to naught. 
While deprecating Opposition to Sii" Char- 
les at a time when ail his energies should 
have been devoted to the Dominion at 
large, we are yet glad to see such a proof 
of the esteem and confidence in which he 
ia held in his old stamiiiiiLr ground as is 
evidenced by the treiaeudnus m.-ijiprity 
which old Cuuibreland rolled up fur her 
moat distinguished son on Wednesday 
last. 

THE SIXTEEN-INCH MAIN. 

'J'he town council had a rather si "t iny 
meeting on Wednesday. 'The old .uul 
stirring (luestion of water again iiionn],iJ- 
lized the attenticui of the board. The 
matter liad liei-n iliorougldy thrashed out 
at previou.s meetings. Numerous re|iMrts 
were submitted, ordered printed iind acted 
upon from time to time during the j ea v 
and when, on Wednesday, tho chaii'inan 
of tho water committee, producing one re- 
port more urged, its adoption the iiiajMi iiy 
of the board manifested its impatience iiy 
promptly voting the report down and pro 
ceeding witli tho practical phase of the 
([Uestion, viz., the o|)ening of lenders lor 
the i'i-incli main. 'I'he .Mbiou coiii|raiiy'.-: 
bid wa.s a.seertained to be the lo\vesl, ami 
as such was accepted by the vote of 
Messrs. Bradeu, iStyles and lliggiiis, f. n : 
Messrs. Pearso and (Irant aiMinsi. 
The mayor declining to put the rjues- 
tion was quietly voted out of the 
chair, which was taken by Coun, Cough- 
lau. '£ho motion to award the contract 
having been carried the mayor next made 
tho extraordinary announcement that he 
"would not iiermit the city seal to be used 
in conlirnang the contract. ' It is, per- 
luips, a fortunate llnng iliai the council 
will not bo called in to deal with Ibis 
threatened act of contumacy. The water 
couunia.'iioner will i)repare t he coat rai t 
and if tho mayor should decline to give it 
force andelfoot the courts will have to in 
, . torvono, at tho request of tho watei' com- 
missioner, to compel his worship to obey 
the resolution uf the board. The mayor 
has legal qualms about signing. Ho ini- 
^ RginuH that the contract for the main

ation of tho City of Victoria, in which it 
is laid down that every ratepayer is 
entitled to a full supply of water, and 
failing in that "is entitled to move for 
redress, and the CO urtH must hear him." 
It was fiirthei' shown that the iirolit de- 
lived by I lie city from the water worlis is 
about .<?;!0,(.)00 annually. Of this iirotlt a 
large proiiortiou is dives! ed from it.s legiti- 
mate purpose (the improvomont uf tho 
water supply) and expended in other 
objects. It is estimated that there is duo 
by the city to tho wator works account 
some 840,000 or $50,000, every dollar 
of wliich would bo available for tho pur- 
|)iise indicated by tho wator connnissioner 
ami a[iproved by Iho council. But for- 
tunately so liU'ge a draft will not-be ne- 
ces.sary, the sum rei|uired to close the 
gap cre.-ited by the e.xpemliture on the 
Hendry .suhenie being only §5,000 or 
$6,000. Now that the matter has been 
made clear to tho mayor's conq)rehonsion 
it is believed that he will throw no ob- 
stacle in the way of completing a contract 
that will put some $36,000 in hard cash 
in tho hands of Victoria artisans. The 
mayor poses just now as a friend of the 
workingman. Ho will nut, surely, allow 
the present opportunity to pass to confcra 
i cry i;:ri!at bcnelil u]ji.in tlii'iii. Somehow or 
mother the public eoulil never bring itself 
to re)i(ise much conlidence in the Mayor's 
d acumen. His latest failure as an 
authority on law is the Bell cheque ease. 
In tliis case his worship obstinately re- 
fused to obey tho order of the council to 
sign tho cheque. The matter went to the 
court, and on the voi-y threshhokl his 
worship, after having vociferated he 
"would ne'er consent, consented," and 
signed the eheiiue. Of course I he 
city has t.< ii.'iy all the costs. We 
earnestly hope his \snrsliip will be 
wiser ill the lli inch main untter ,antl dis- 
cliar'.re his duty I'l omptly, especially as in 
the event of Ins refusal to sign the costs 
will have to be bm ne by him personally 
and n it liv the cit ^ . 



A.S1ATIC llAILRUADS. 

It is probable that within ten years 
Asia will bo crossed by a transcontinental 
railroad, built by the Russians from the 
present terminus of tho Une, which is al- 
ready si line hundreds of miles ea.st of the 
I ral mountains, tn Irkutsk, thence to 
Lake B.alk.'ii and d.'un llie valley .of the 
.\mi.or to \'lailiii\ stock . ir some ot her porl 
open til deep-sea uavig.-il ii ill. This road 
appears to lie an imperative necessity ti. 
protect the Russian settlements in East 
ern .Siberia, exposetl to Chinese incursions 
for two tliousand miles along their south 
ern frontier. A recent remark of the 
Czar shows that ho is not ignorant of th 
Chinese (juestion not merely as it relate 
to liis own dominions, but to the world at 
large. The Kiissi uis were in the track of 
the .Moiigiil ima.-^i'iiis under two great 
cliicft.aius, who ih-.-iikileil I'airope, and 
took hllmlled.^ uf years for 1 he Slav r; 
to recover the teiritoiy then t.ikeil from 
them. lie has i.iref iiliy re.id this pmti 
of his eouniiy's histmy. II is rciiiiirk u 
til ihe elfeel that t he greatest danger to 

the Wesuiii world existed in the 
( liiijese l-'.inpire. It only needed an 
Ml her Tamerlane to set in motion 
.uiother invasion comprising perhaps 
•-'0,000,000 of tlie hardier race of 
Northern Chuia to overwhelm Eurojje, not 
liy their.militafy strength or .skill, but by 
iiiero force of numbers.

Tho desiro of the Ereiich to develop a 
profit^ibl^comm'eit!o'in.{^ronquin, . and of 
the English to monopolize "^^ the trade of 
the Chinese province of Yunnan, is soon 
to load to tho constvuetaon of aevorid rail- 
roads. The French aro for the moment 
quiet in their new pos.seaion. The Aunam- 
eso pirates have not hoen heard of for 
.several months, though the return of win- 
ter, the only season when hostile opera- 
tions ace possible in that ^ceuntry, may 
rouse them"; to activity.'; Tlie • French 
contemplate a network of railroads con 
nccting Hanoi with Haiphong or Quang 
Yen, which some consider a more eligible 
seaport, with suiue of the principal cities 
of tho delta, and also with Lackay on the 
frontier of Vnunan, Ihe lino to follow up 
tho banks of the Red river. From Lac- 
ay it will bti easy to control the com- 
merce of V'unniiu and to exploit its mines 
I forests. The other lines, some of 
which will bo extended up the river Claire 
is well as to Laiigaon and Cash- 
uig, near the frontier of Kwang- 
tuug province, will not only enable the 
French to control the country, but to 
bring tho jirodnce of Ton(|uin to the aea 
and to develop its mineral wealth. The 
English took possession of Bnrniah to 
oli'set the inllueiice of the French 
T(nii|uin, to thwart the plans of some 
French capitalists at IMaiuVilay and ti 
gain access to Yiuinan by way of tin 
Irrawaddy river and Ohamo. The plan 
to build a railrbiid from Maudalay to 
Yunnan by this route is again being 
actively discusaed by the English since the 
li'ieiich railroad scheme in Tonquin has 
begun to come \nthin the sphere of possi 
bility. Not to be left behind in this race 
of railroad building, the King of Siaui 
has recently granted permission to an 
I'Jnglish company to build a railroad from 
Bangkok to some point of commercial 
liiqiortanco in the interior. 

The liuasian linos of i-ailroad in Turkes- 
tan aiijtoiir to be progressing favorably. 
The reports that the line from the Caapian 
to Merv was practically useless owiug to 
drifting saud in the desert which it crosses 
appear to bo untrue, since tho construction 
of the lino from Merv to Bokhara is rapidly 
progressing. All the material for this new 
road must pass over the Merv line, which 
mnsl be in constant working order or op- 
eiutions would liine to be suspended. A 
new line is conteiinilated from some point 
ill the Russian railroad system to cross tho 
sleppes to Bokhara. Then in case the 
line from the Caspian to Merv became 
imiiiacticable, which seems improbable, 
both Merv and Bokhara, as well as tho 
Afghan frontier at Herat, would be ac- 
ci'ssiblo by a moans of communication al- 
ways open. The danger from the side of 
Persia to the Caspian and .Merv road has 
been exaggerated. There ia no danger 
from Persia, which is absolutely at llus- 
sia's mercy, and when the distance to the 
Persian gulf, the nearest point of ap- 
piiiacli, is considered, the danger from 
this side seems not worth eoiisidcring. 
Frmn the southern shore of the Caspian 
to the shore of the Persian gulf of Bu- 
shiro is 700 miles, so that the nearest 
pidnt of the road to Bushire is nearly a 
ihiHiaand miles, deserts and mountain 
passes intervening that would render the 
transportation of a largo army and its 
war material almost impossible. The 
llussian railroad system of Central Asia 
would appear to bo practicably invulner- 
able. 

Over 100 years ago, long before the 
Suez canal was thouglit of, llie Kiiglish 
conceived the idea of a railroad through 
Syria and down llie valley of the Kuphra- 
tcs mid Tigris wliicli should render com- 
muuicnioii with India more expeditious. 
This route is now traversi'd by the Imlo- 
l'^iirii|ican telegraph I'ne. A company of 
engineers was disiiatched aud the route 
surveyed. Many persons have since 
passed over it, and some slight changes 
have been suggested. It is now thought 
that it would be best to start from the 
mouth of the Orontes, enter near Aiitioch 
in Syria, cross the mountains to the north- 
west and then follow a southwesterly 
course In Uandad. Frmn Bagdad the 
river wniiliMie followed to its mouth mi 
the Persian L'lili. The road would be ooOO 
mill's liiiig something of an iindi^itaking 
■mil for .some hundreds of miles after 
lea\ iiig the Mediterranean it would not 
be far from Russian territory. This scheme 
is still in tho distant future, but 
an English company has received from the 
Sultan the concoBsion of the lines in Asia 
.M i nor which commence at .Scutari, oppo- 
site i he Oulden florn, whish the French 
liave lieeii seeking fur ten years. A por- 
tion of the road ia already built and it 
will be extended eastward and eventually 
|ierliaps connectetl with a line down tho 
I'hiphrntes valley. In cafio of a war with 
Russia, even if they could protect it from 
that ]iiiwer, it is evident they could not 
ii.<e it for the ir.iiisportat ion of war mate- 
rial while .Asia Minor st ill remained Turk- 
ish territory. There is already a short 
line of railroad at Smyrna. The extensive 
Indian system of roads has been a long 
time in oxisteuce. The road from the In- 
dian frontier to Candahar, wliicIi ends 
si inuwhoro iu tho Afghan desert is the 
only Asiatic road of any importance not 
niciitiunod.

Opinion of Mr. W. 8. Uay, the UiUwrleht, on 
the Value of the Property-.

.Moiiiit.ain, Mr. .May can state with conli- 
dence that it is a very valuable property, 
and the dovolopments that have been 
made have proved an extensive deposit of 
oxidized and sulphurolic ore. Tho tun- 
nels that li.'ivo been run in on various por- 
tions of tho li'dgo have opened up a splen- 
did liiidy III ore, which careful and 
freiiueni assays al the mine and tests at 
l.uckliardt s in .Sail l''raiicisci i have proved 
to average fniui Sliti to S7ti Jior ton.
